Williams, Murchison 10.1 


Berlin, Aug. 5--Willie Williams, one of several fine 
American sprinters who won't run at Melbourne, found his 
place in the sun this weekend by twice running a record- 
breaking 10.1 for 100 meters as Army buddy Ira Murchison 
also clocked 10.1. 

All three clockings, made in the Olympic Stadium in an 
international military meet, will be submitted for approval, 
and, according to meet officials, should be accepted. The 
first official 10.2 was run by Jesse Owens 20 years ago and 
subsequently tied by Hal Davis, Lloyd LaBeach, Barney Eweil, 
MacDonald Bailey, and Heinz Futterer officially, with marks 
by Bobby Morrow and Murchison awaiting recognition. LaBeach 
was timed in 10.1 in 1950 but the mark never was submitted. 

Private Williams ran his first 10.1 in a Friday heat,

lharos Runs 28:42.8 


(rlq) - Outstanding in a crop of excellent European performances 
during July was Sdndor Iharos' 28:42.8 in his 10,000 meters debut 
at Budapest on July 15. The 26-year-old Hungarian thus eclipsed 
the last Zatopekian record for an Olympic track event (Emil's 
mark was 28:54.2, made in 1954). While enroute to his new great 
achievement, Iharos was officially timed in 27:43.8 for 6 miles. 
He thus shaved 10.2 seconds off another world record (Dave 
Stephens! 27:54.0 of last January). The race was run at 7 pem. 
on the first day of the Hungarian Championship meet at Nép- 
stadion, Budapest. Iharos drew away from the rest of the field 
(which notably included little Jézsef Kovdcs, noe3 on the All 
Time List!) in the first lap, by the end of which he had a 60 
meters lead. The Hungarian covered the first half in 14:14.0, then 
found enough resources to run the second half in 14:28.8, barely 
six tenths over Nurmi's onetime world record for 5,000 meters. 
Iharos' fractions per kilometer ranged froma fast 2:46.8 in the 
first to a "slow"! 2:57.0 in the next-to-the-last. His last kilo- 
meter (2255.8) does not compare favorably with Zatopek's 2246.8 
in the latter's record race, yet it should not be forgotten that 
Iharos was at his first official try over 10,000 meters. Jézsef 
Kovacs was second in 29:25.6. 

Save for a good 8:40.8 in the steeplechase by Ldszlé Jeszen- 
szky (second best ever), other marks in the Hungarian title meet 
were not very impressive. Several Magyar stars have been on the in- 
jured list recently. Men like Rozsavélgyi and Tdébori are not in 
top form yet. This probably explains why Hungary lost to Poland 
at Poznan early in July (104 to 107). At least in part, this could 
be a delaying maneuvre in view of the late Olympic dates. 





Tidwell Leads Tourists 


(rlq) - Bill Tidwell has so far accounted for the best individual 
achievement among U.S. athletes now touring Scandinavia. On July 25 
at Lahti (Finland), the former Emporia State star ran 1,500 meters 
in 3245.2 = time bettered by only two Americans (Santee and Seaman) 
and equaled by two others (McMillen and Dwyer). Tidwell won from 
Jorma Kakko of Finland, 3:46.6, and Olympic champion Josy Barthel 
of Luxemburg, 3:48.6. Tidwell had run another good one at Helsinki, 
July 18, when Roger Moens had to produce his famous finish to nip 
the American at the 800 meters tape - 1250.1 to 1:50.2. Veteran 
Reggie Pearman was third in this race, just ahead of Finland's Ola- 
vi Salsola, both men clocking 1:50.6. 

For the rest, the two AAU tours have aroused little interest. 
For more than half of the 10 tourists, Scandinavian competition 
proved far inadequate. For example, the AAU should know that sprint. 
ers can derive little or no benefit from starts in Northern Europe, 
whereas in other parts of the continent they would find better

Crawfordsville, Ind., July 13 & 14— Continuing in 
the grand manner of the Olympic Trials at Los Angeles, the 
decathlon trials, though producing no new world records, did 
result in a high level of competitive performances when three 
men scored over 7000 points for the first time in the two day 
test. 

Rafer Johnson recorded the 4th best decathlon of 
all time with a point total of 7755, with Milt Campbell scor- 
ing 7559 for his best decathlon which made him the 4th best 
decathlon man of all time with the 6th best score. Bob 
Richards got the 3d spot with 7054. 

Though the 38 entrants, which made up one of the 
largest decathlon fields, assured a great variety of activity 
and considerable competition on all levels, all eyes were on 
the two 6'3", 200-pound Negro giants, Rafer Johnson and Milt 
Campbell, who were conceded first and second places with Big

JOHNSON WINS DECATHLON (continued from page one) 

The 34 Olympic berth was to be a battie between Richards, 
Aubrey Lewis, Lawson, and Adams, with Pratt being considered 
the dark horse. All the principle contenders felt Pratt had 
untapped potential as a déevathlon man and was sure to gain a 
pile of points in the hurdles. 

Heavy rains for several days preceding the meet 
wade the track and jump runways extremely soft and in poor 
condition. Under such conditions, the best Johnson could 
muster was a 10.6 100m and a 23'25" broad jump which left him 
203 points behind his world record pace. But in the shot put 


“IBig Rafe started to gain with his best ever mark of 49'8 3/4" 


which put him within 58 points of the pace. He held his own 
with a 6'1" high jump. In the gathering darkness, he uncork- 
ed an explosive sprint to nail Aubrey Lewis at the tape in 
the 400m run which was the final event of the day with a time 
for both men of 47.9 which was the best 400 ever run in dec- 
athlon competition. Its 1025 points gave Johnson a first day 
total of 4640, which put him 99 points ahead of his world 
record and was the best first day total of all time. 

Meanwhile, Milt Campbell had nailed down 2d place 
with 4387 points. As predicted, there was quite a battle for 
3d with the results at the end of the lst day being Lawson 
3998, Lewis 3987, Adams 3986, Pratt 3944. Richards, the 
defending champ, was well back in 7th place with 3769, but 
was sure to accumulate plenty of points in the pole vault 
on the 2d day, and so he was still in contention. 

The first race of the 2d day was the 110 meter 
hurdles heat containing Johnson, Campbell, and Pratt. Camp- 
bell won in 14.1, with Pratt a close 2d in 14.2 and Johnson 
14.4 and looking very tired. This gave Rafer a lead of 129 
points over his record, but Campbell collected 1086 to bring 
him to within 21 points of Johnson's mark, and for the first 
time people began to talk of both breaking the record. Pratt 
tumped into a 233 point lead for 3d over Lawson, who had a 
<izable margin on Adams (4475) and Richards (4442).

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Both Johnson and Campbell lost ground in the discus 
and the pole vault in the attack on the record. Lawson with 
652 points in the discus compared to 480 for Pratt, pulled 
to within 61 points of Pratt's 5475. After all the other 
contestants in the first flight of the pole vault had missed 
at the higher heights, Richards started at 13', made that 
height and 14' and 14'3" on his first tries. He took three 
vaults to make 14'6" and three to make 15'. Actually, as it 
later turned out, he clinched 3d at 14'6", But the 15' vault 
gave the Reverend 1122 points which enabled him to move into 
3d with 6223 while Lawson held fourth with 5994 and Pratt 
dropped to Sth with 5875, 

In the javelin, Sam Adams had his moment to shine, 
but it was not sufficient enough to move him up a place. His 
219'4" toss of the spear gave him 899 points to bring him 
within 35 of Lawson for the alternate's spot. The 1500 heats 
were so arranged that Adams ran before Lawson. Adams! total 
score at the end of the ten events was 6884, which meant that 
Lawson had to run 4:54.6 to beat Adams for the alternate. 
Lawson cut it rather fine with 4:54.2, which gave him 4th 
with 6889. 

The level of competition was so high that the lst 
six men were able to gain places in the fifty best performan- 
ces of all time. On the all time list, Campbell moved from 
6th to 4th, Adams from 87th to 15th, Pratt into 20th, Mulkey 
into 33d, Lewis from 97th to 48th, Kelley into a tie for 
78th, and Perry Moore into 80th. Richards dropped from 4th 
to 5th, being displaced by Campbell. 

There was muchtalk of Richards dropping out of the 
decathlon to allow another man to -o to the Olympics, but 
judging from the Reverend's behavior on going over 15' in the 
pole vault and knowing that he was now in a position to get 
3d spot, he appeared almost as jubilant as the first time he 
cleared 15', 

Some errors in scoring occurred because in some 
cases a conversion from English to metric measurement was 
required in order to use the tables and also the tables were 
not properly used.

I'm going to summer school to get ahead 
of schedule so I will have time to run in the indoor meets 
next winter. After baseball ends in late May I'll switch to 
track again, I've just got to show them I can run. I can 
hardly wait to get Bobby Morrow again." 

DINK TEMPLETON, Olympic club coach: "Dumas! feat has 
everyone comparing it to the four-minute mile and supposing 
that every one will be clearing it now that the barrier has 
been broken, That they will not. The 4-minute mile is run 
at a slow pace and merely requires enough training to hold 
it for four very slow quarters, Four 6-6 jumps add up to 
nothing but one 6-6 however. You've got to do it all with 
one leap, and jumpers have always put everything they had 
into their leaps.” 

JOHNNY SEMPLE, Boston AA coach; "Everyone concedes first 
place to young John Kelley because in trying to stay with him 
they lose the chance of finishing second, due to the hot 
pace. I am going to pick him to win at Melbourne. He is as 
good as anybody in the world, and he won't panic. But you 
need a break to win this race. He should know by this time 
that despite that inferiority complex of his that he is in 
great shape." 

GREG RICE, former U.S. distance star: "Communist prop- 
aganda spreaders definitely were not pleased at results of 
our Olympic trials. Our team will comprise a stunning per- 
centage of Negro stars. You cannot imagine the impact of 
this, all these fine Negro athletes, all college men, well 
groomed mentally and physically, priceless walking adver- 
tisement for this great land of opportunity.” 

DUCKY DRAKE, UCLA coach: "Rafer Johnson is the best 
all-around athlete I have ever seen. Coordination is his 
No. 1 asset.

With all their technical know-how in the field 
events, hurdling and sprinting the Americans have barely 
scratched the surface of their vast pool of potential dis- 
tance runners. Since most European athletes reach their 
peak near 30 and most American quit before they are 25, the 
U.S. could be still further in front if their stars stayed 
in the game longer. I was very impressed by the standard of 
physical development at high schools in California. The 
students appear more physically mature than Australian boys 
of the same period. This probably is due to the excellent 
quality of food, the climate and the specialized training 
from an early age. Most of these advantages are lost when 
many high school students drop physical activities shortly 
after leaving school and then rapidly put on weight." 

PAUL ZIMMERMAN, Los Angeles Times: "The 400 hurdles, 
hopestep-jump, and hammer throw belong in the national col- 
legiate track program every year instead of only in the Ol- 
ympic year.

Troutman had six meets over 24'--State, 24'11", State decathlon, 24163", 
So. US AAU, 24162", Houston Invitational, 24'5 1/8", the aforementioned 
AAU and ‘Final Tryouts... 

We didn't have space last time for a few things on DeXalb's Jim 
Bowers, to wit: workouts consisted of repeat 440's and 880's with 1320's 
for pace...He did some occaSional sprint workouts, hour long jogging on 
the golf course and every workout was by the watch, working on the pace 
for the upcoming race...Jim is an all A and B student, predident of the 
senior class and will study agriculture in college...Last we heard he'd

pens to be the owner of a new world record of 49.5... 

Seorge Bragg of Penns Grove (N.J.) is a brother of Villanova's Don 
and is only a junior...In the Episcopal Invitational he cleared 13' and 
barely missed 13'5",,,Don's best as a junior was 11'9",..He improved to 
13197" as a senior...'/e've carried Mayes Jones of Pontiac (Mich.) on 
the honor roll as having a best of 14.@ for the highs...This is erron- 
eous, a mark of 14,3 being the best for this fine all-around star... 

Vince Reel is track coach at Long Beach (Calif.) Wilson and a darn 
good one, but Vince is in a class by himself as a statistician...A few 
years ago he turned out an all-time history on Wilson track that would 
do Potts and Quercetani proud...Just recently Reel came out with a 1956 
summary that was truly great and hé'd no doubt. do a great job conduct- 
ing a colum for T&FN...Walt Mangham, the new high jump record holder, 
was 17 and not 18 at the time of his record...He turned 18 on June 11..
